May 24. The program book for the first week 
is now ready for distribution. It shows that 
the racing for that week will be for $400 and $500 
purses. The first stake event of the meeting, 
the Memorial Handicap, will be decided Mon- 
day, May 30. The Petite Stakes for 2-year old 
fillies will follow Wednesday, June 1, and the 
Illinois Stakes for 3-year-olds and upward, 
Saturday, June 4. The stake book is now in 
press and will be out before this week closes. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

At Newmarket, England, Tuesday of last week 
Richard Croker’s 2-year-old colt Knickerbocker 
won the Exning Plate of 500 sovereigns ($2,500) 
over a five-furlongs course, beating twelve other 
starters very easily. A cablegram says of the 
affair: “The victory of Knickerbocker had quite 
a sentimental interest for the American party, 
for the reason that the colt is one of Mr. 
Croker’s own breeding, being by Dobbins— 
Flirt, by Sailor Prince, dam Lady, by Pizzaro. 
Both these horses were owned and raced by Mr. 
Croker in America. Great things were expected 
of Dobbins when he was sent here with the rest 
of the string, but he went amiss and was re- 
tired to the stud, Mr. Croker making him the 
premier stallion of a small but select breed- 
ing establishment. He was placed in training 
again this spring, but as yet has not given any 
great encouragement that he will get back to 
his best form. Knickerbocker is a sturdy look- 
ing colt, and may show to even better advantage 
later on.” 

The executive committee of the Washington 
Park Club met Saturday night and admitted 
Edward Corrigan’s entries. When they were 
received by Secretary Howard they were post- 
marked May 4 instead of May 3, the day desig- 
nated for the closing of the stakes. It was 
plain, however, by the time of their arrival here 
that they must have been mailed in San Fran- 
cisco on the el^ning of May 3. It was deemed 
best to secure a ruling on the matter, and, there- 
fore, the entries were held in abeyance until 
such a ruling could be had. The committee 
held that there was satisfactory evidence that 
the entries had been dropped in the mail box 
at San Francisco on the evening of May 3, and 
that they were valid and should be accepted. 
This action swells the Washington Park totals 
to 837. 

Sardonic, a very good filly, by Morello— Sar- 
donyx, is by this action added to the American 
Derby. Mr. Corrigan’s other horses distributed 



among the various stakes are Geyser, Joe Ull- 
man. Won’t Dance, Truth, Milt Young, Frank 
Ireland, Carsine, Tuthill and Chimura. 

Jockey W. Martin does not entertain a very 
favorable opinion of Lieber Karl. He is 
credited with saying: “Plaudit can beat Lieber 
Karl at any distance. Lieber Karl is the worst 
gaited horse I ever rode. Instead of taking long 
easy strides he 'pounds the track like a pile 
driver and seems to strain himself at every 
jump. I don’t think that Lieber Karl is as 
good as he was at Memphis, but Plaudit could 
have beaten him any way.” 

At Louisville Monday of last week, an attempt 
was made to sell at public auction the Leonatus 
stud yearlings, seventeen in number, the get of 
Lissak and Bubbler, but there was no money in 
sight, and Colonel Chinn becoming disgusted, 
declared the sale off and announced that he 
would train and race the eleven 2-year-olds of 
his lot, mostly the get of Bubbler, and send the 
seven yearlings by Lissak east to be sold. The 
2-year-olds will be shipped to Latonia. 

THE LOCAL RACING SITUATION. 

Ed Corrigan has been in Chicago since Thurs- 
day. Immediately the turf writers of the daily 
press were seized with suspicions that his advent 
portended turf war with Hawthorne as a base 
of operations against the other tracks. It 
might be well for them to wait until Mr. Corri- 
gan does something dire and dreadful before 
imputing to him such intentions. Better take 
him at his word that Hawthorne is leased to 
George Rose, Barney Schreiber, et. al., and that 
his main purpose at present is the eminently 
peaceful and proper one of winning as many 
races as he possibly can with his horses now in 
training. With Geyser at the head he is liable 
to take quite a number. 

He and Barney Schrieber, who also repre- 
sents George Rose, were together the greater 
part of Sunday in Chicago. Mr. Schrieber also 
saw John Condon and the chances are that there 
will be racing peace all about and that the new 
lessees and Harlem will divide dates after the 
close of the Washington Park meeting. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Traverser made his first appearance on the 
track at Morris Park Wednesday, and was in- 
spected with great attention by trainers and 
track sharps in general. The colt was merely 
trotted and cantered awhile, and then given 
a six-furlong spin in 1 :25 ; but he made a very 
favorable impression on the experts who looked 
him over. 

The friends of Jockey Joe Hill are pleased to 
see him back to his old-time form again. Hill 
is riding as good as any of the boys at the 
Louisville meeting and appears to be able to 
ride as strong a finish now as he ever did before 
he received his terrible fall at Latonia. 

Typhoon II is puzzling eastern turf critics. 
In his work he shows as well as any horse in 
training and looks to be in perfect condition 
but when it comes to racing, a half mile appears 
to be about as far as he cares to go at speed. 

Miss Young having hopelessly broken down, 
L. V. Eaton has sold her to Milton Young for 
$600 and she will join the famous band of brood 
mares at McGrathiana. 

Pat Dunne will bring his horses to Chicago 
at the end of the Louisville meeting and cam- 
paign them here through the summer.

He started 
his Inspector B — Sun Maid filly Espirage in the 
second race, and opening at 15 to one— a false 
price— she was backed down to 3 to 1. Rutter 
had the mount, and getting away fifth, went to 
the front early. He took no chances and won 
by ten lengths to the good at the finish. 

S. C. Wagner gave the ring its second blow. 
In the fifth race — a five-furlong dash — he started 
Alabaster. On form it looked as though Meddler 
should win, and he was made an even money 
favorite. Alabaster opened at 6 to 1, but under 
sharp play his price was cut down to 24 to 1. 
Meddler receded to 8 to 5. There was nothing 
to the race. It seemed as though all but Ala- 
baster had waiting orders, and naturally the 
Wagner colt scored. Meddler took the long 
route, and finished on the extreme outside. 

The only real close finish of the day came out 
of the fourth, a mile selling race. Morte Fonse 
was the best of the lot and was made an 8 to 5 
favorite. He was high in flesh and far from 
fit. He ran a good race though and was beaten 
only a short head by Albertvale. Morte Fonse 
is a hard horse to ride and Turner hardly did 
him justice. 

Spanish Princess, with Bloss up, had a nasty 
fall in the first race but both horse and rider 
escaped with a mere shaking up. The filly was 
in front when she fell, and considering the size 
of the field Bloss was extremely lucky. 

J. E. Cushing’s Boundless colt Bounding, 
nicely ridden by Cass Sloan, won the three 
quarter dash for three-year-olds, and Moncreith 
at a liberal price, easily disposed of Marito 
and Newsgatherer in the last race.
